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Protestors hope 
their objections 
to energy plant 
will be accepted 
at appeal hearing

MORE than 1,000 
people who signed a 
petition against a 
wood-fuelled energy 
plant being built in 
Barry will be hop¬ 
ing that their argu¬ 
ments are accepted, 
when an appeal by 
the company is 
heard in a few days 
time. 

Sunrise Renewables 
Ltd wants to build a nine 
mega-watt plant on land 
at Woodham Road in the 
docks area. 

Last year, the Vale 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee turned the propos¬ 
al down, but on June 8 a 
public inquiry will con¬ 
sider the arguments of 
both the company and 


those opposed to the 
plant. 

The inquiry is likely to 
last three days. 

Local Castleland 
councillor, Chris Elmore, 
told The GEM that he 
knew of many residents 
and businesses who had 
made formal objections. 

He said: “It is my 
intention to speak at the 
inquiry, as my concerns 
still remain from when 
this application was 
rejected by the planning 
committee last year. 

“My main objection is 
the location of the site in 
relation to the existing 
housing in Castleland 
and the future develop¬ 
ment of the Waterfront. I 
also have concerns about 


noise and the increase in 
traffic that the plant will 
create if it is approved for 
the Cardiff Road area.” 

He added: “A huge 
amount of work has been 
put into the campaign 
opposed to the develop¬ 
ment, and this was shown 
by the 1,050 people who 
signed the petition. 

“Councillors listened 
to the majority of resi¬ 
dents when they rejected 
this application last year. 

“My hope is that the 
inspectorate will now lis¬ 
ten to the views of local 
residents as well.” 

LOCATION 
A few weeks ago, 
Keith Stockdale, of 
Friends of the Earth, 
hailed the fact that 


Sunrise had withdrawn 
its second planning 
application as “a great 
first stage victory” - but 
his attention is now turn¬ 
ing to the appeal on the 
original application. 

Mr Stockdale said: 
“Hundreds of letters of 
objection and statements 
have been presented to 
the inspector. 

“Several individuals 
and groups, have also 
been given the right to 
address the inquiry.” 

Max Wallis, also from 
Friends of the Earth, 
claimed: 

“We think those 
opposed to it need to 
press the case that this is 
a large and noisy indus¬ 
trial plant, that will be 
running all night within 
range of many dwellings. 

“We would urge peo¬ 
ple opposed to the incin¬ 
erator, to attend the open¬ 
ing of the inquiry at the 
Dock Office, at 10am on 
June 8, and show the 
inspector the strength of 
our opposition.” 

Barry&Vale Friends of 
the Earth’s next meeting 
is in the Castle Hotel, 
Jewel Street, Barry, on 
June 1, when the appeal 
will be top of the agenda. 

When the Vale 
Council rejected the orig¬ 
inal proposal, a 
spokesman for Sunrise 
Renewables (Barry) Ltd 
told The GEM that the 
company was “extremely 
disappointed”. 

He signalled the fact 
that an appeal was on the 
cards by arguing: “ The 
decision clearly went 
against the recommenda¬ 
tions and technical 
advice of officers. ”

Island residents demand... 

‘PLEASE PUT STOP TO 
LOUTISH BEHAVIOUR’

THE residents of an 
estate on Barry 
Island say their 
weekends are being 
made a misery by 
thoughtless visitors 
who park across 
their drives and 
pavements and act 
in an anti-social 
way. 

Betty and Fred 
Marshalsea moved to the 
Island in the hope of a 
peaceful retirement with 
lots of sea walks, but 
have considered moving 
from the Adar y Mor, 
Gwenol y Mor estate 
because of the disruption 
on Saturdays, Sundays 
and busy holiday periods. 

Betty said: “We 
moved here four years 
ago from St Fagans, but 
what should be a nice 
retirement is being 
denied. 

“Day trippers park all 
the way across the pave¬ 
ments and block drives. 
There are days when a 


fire engine or ambulance 
could not have got 
through to some houses. 

“People walk across 
gardens, abandon rub¬ 
bish, including soiled 
nappies, and we’ve even 
seen them urinate against 
walls. 

“Visitors who come to 
the Island in their cars 
should use the properly- 
designated areas and the 
car park - not a residen¬ 
tial estate.” 

Fred said: “Our retire¬ 
ment is being spoiled and 
we have even considered 
selling. What we need is 
the council to put up a 
sign Access for residents 
only ’ just outside the 
estate. 

“Last summer, I called 
the police on a number of 
occasions because the car 
parking problems were 
so bad. ” 

This year the problem 
has continued and the 
couple say visitors some¬ 


times park across peo¬ 
ple’s drives so they can’t 
get their own cars out. 

Betty said: “We’re 
grateful to Jane Hutt 
AM, who has taken up 
our case and written let¬ 
ters to the police and the 
council.” 

The Vale AM attended 
a recent PACT meeting at 
Barry Island Community 
Centre attended by 15 
residents, where she lis¬ 
tened to their concerns. 

Residents understand 
that the police had a 
meeting with council 
officers on May 20, and 
are keen to find out 
whether any action can 
be taken to prevent anti¬ 
social incidents. 

RESPECT 

Jane Hutt told The 
GEM: “I have been sup¬ 
porting the residents of 
Adar y Mor Estate over 
the past few months 
because of the abuse and 
nuisance they are suffer¬ 


ing from those visitors to 
the Island who park 
across their driveways 
and on the pavements, 
and who leave behind 
rubbish and worse. 

“I have visited the 
estate and attended the 
PACT meeting at Barry 
Island - and have written 
to the police and Vale 
Council about these mat¬ 
ters. I have also made a 
number of suggestions. 

“Firstly, there could be 
white or yellow lines 
alongside the dropped 
curbs to safeguard the 
pavements - particularly 
for wheelchair users and 
pushchairs. There is at 
least one wheelchair user 
on the Adar y Mor estate 
and the dropped curbs 
have been designed for 
this purpose. 

“Secondly, there could 
be a ‘no access’ sign to 
this estate, with similar 
measures applied to the 
rest of the Island in terms 
of parking restrictions.”

I trust the 
council will now 
embrace the Freedom 
of Information Act 
instead of trying to 
avoid scrutiny over 
how it spends public 
money.

Were you in the 
Observer Corps ? 


T HE Observer 
Corps was 
founded 85 
years ago this year, 
in October 1925, to 
provide visual 
detection, identifi¬ 
cation, tracking and 
reporting of aircraft 
over Great Britain. 

As a result of their 
role during the Battle of 
Britain, in April 1941 the 
Observer Corps was 
granted the title Royal 
by King George VI, and 
the Royal Observer 
Corps (ROC) became a 
uniformed civil defence 
organisation adminis¬ 
tered by RAF Fighter 
Command. 

Also during that same 
year, in a change from 
the policy of the 
Observer Corps, the 
ROC undertook to 
recruit women personnel 
for the first time. 

Initially, the only uni¬ 


forms provided were 
RAF overalls, with an 
ROC breast badge, com¬ 
monly referred to as the 
‘soup plate’ because of 
its shape and size. 
Standard issue RAF 
No.2 Battledress uni¬ 
forms were issued in a 
rolling programme over 
the next two years. For 
the remainder of the war, 
the ROC would provide 
an essential part of Great 
Britain's air defences. 

I am seeking photo¬ 
graphs of local people 
who served with the 
ROC in WW2 to display 
as part of the forthcom¬ 
ing ‘Armed Forces Day’ 
event at Cardiff Bay on 
June 26 and can be con¬ 
tacted by telephone or e- 
mail.

FOLLOWING a 
fatal road collision 
at Bonvilston on 
May 19, the two 
men who died have 
been named. 

Peter Clamp, aged 51, 
and Thomas Larvin, aged 
21, both from Tamworth, 
Staffordshire, died after 
their Mercedes van left 
the road and collided 
with the wall of a cottage 
at 3.50am. No other vehi¬ 
cles were involved in the 
collision, and no-one else 
was injured. 

Mr Clamp, who had 
been driving the vehicle, 
sustained serious injuries 
during the collision, and 
was taken by ambulance 
to the University 
Hospital Wales in 
Cardiff, where he later 
died. 

Mr Larvin, who was 
the passenger in the vehi¬ 
cle, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 


The families of both 
men are currently being 
supported by trained 
family liaison officers. 

The police are appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses, and 
investigating officers are 
keen to speak to anyone 
who was driving through 
Bonvilston at the time. 

Inspector Jason Stroud 
of the Roads Policing 
Unit said: “It is vital that 
we speak to anybody 
who witnessed the colli¬ 
sion or witnessed the 
vehicle being driven 
prior to the collision. 

“If you have informa¬ 
tion that could help the 
investigation but have 
not yet spoken to us, 
we’d urge you to please 
contact us.”

Llandough Hospital 
to provide new signs 
as work progresses 


PLAID CYMRU 
regional AM Chris 
Franks has been 
promised that 
improved signs will 
be provided for 
patients and visitors 
to Llandough 
Hospital. 

The South Wales 
Central AM, wrote to the 
Cardiff & Vale Health 
Board following a com¬ 
plaint from a resident 
about pedestrian links 
while major building 
works, due to be com¬ 
pleted in 2012, were tak¬ 
ing place. 

The work includes the 
replacement of the outpa¬ 
tient department, the 
rehabilitation day hospi¬ 
tal and a new 82-bed 
assessment unit. 

In his letter to the 
board, Mr Franks said 
that his constituent had 
faced difficulty getting 
from the bus stop at the 
hospital into the hospital 
itself. 

“There was no clear 
signage to direct pedes¬ 
trians and people who 
had left the bus. In the 
end my constituent had 
to ask one of the building 
staff for directions but 
unfortunately the person 
was not helpful. She 
finally gained entrance to 
the hospital through the 
ambulance entrance.” 

Mr Franks added: 


“Plaid is delighted that 
there is significant 
investment at Llandough. 
However, the building 
work must be managed 
so as to avoid inconve¬ 
niencing the public 
where at all possible.” 

In a letter to the Plaid 
AM, director of plan¬ 
ning, Paul Holland, said: 
“Building work of any 
nature inevitably causes 
disruption and we ask 
our patients, staff and 
visitors to consider this 
when they attend the site 
and to bear with us while 
we work to makes these 
major improvements to 
our facilities and enhance 
the treatment provided in 
the future. 


“Despite this, I agree 
that it is very important 
that appropriate signage 
is in place to direct 
patients, particularly 
when the normal pedes¬ 
trian route is not avail¬ 
able. I have asked the 
assistant director of capi¬ 
tal and estates and the 
assistant director of 
patient experience to take 
action to improve the sig¬ 
nage and route map on 
the hospital site while 
this work is ongoing. 

“I am sorry that the 
member of the building 
staff was less than help¬ 
ful, and should be grate¬ 
ful if you would pass on 
my apologies to your 
constituent.”

NEWS FROM PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


Ramblers take in Ross-on-Wye 


R ecently on a beauti¬ 
ful sunny Saturday 
morning, 10 walkers 
joined their leaders Terry and 
Val for a trip up to Ross-on- 
Wye which is situated in south 
Herefordshire. 

Originally simply known as Ross, 
the area became known as Ross-on- 
Wye in 1931 because of confusion 
with other similar place names. 

In perfect walking weather, the 
group set off and joined the banks of 
the River Wye which divides Wales 
from England. Walking on the Welsh 
side of the border they followed the 
river and during a coffee break, 
watched some of the many canoeists 
having fun and exercise on the Wye. 

Along the river bank they wit¬ 
nessed a stand-off between a heron 
and a pair of swans who no doubt 
were nesting nearby, and saw mallard 
ducks with their ducklings, and 
Canada geese. 

They stopped for lunch while gaz¬ 
ing at the amazing Goodrich Castle. 
This red sandstone castle, with its 
empty moat, sits on a high rocky spur 
which overlooks the Wye River and 
commanded a river crossing known as 
Walesford or Walford as it now 
known - a small village directly 
below the castle on the opposite bank 
of the river. It was known as Godric’s 
Castle, probably named after Godric 
of Mappestone and is now under the 
care of English Heritage. 

During the Civil War, Goodrich 
was held successively by both sides 
and Sir Henry Lingen’s Royalists 
eventually surrendered in 1646 after a 
siege when the famous ‘Roaring 
Meg’, a huge mortar, was used. This 
only surviving mortar from the Civil 
War has now been returned to the cas¬ 
tle after a break of 350 years. 

After their lunch break, the group 
crossed the River Wye over Kerne 


Bridge into England and joined part of 
the Wye Valley Walk long distance 
path. 

This led them along undulating 
pathways and through woodland up 
and down until they reached Chase 
Wood. This lovely old wood was cov¬ 
ered in spring flowers with carpets of 
bluebells, wood anemone, yellow 
celandine and wild garlic, and at the 
top of the wood, which stands at 203 
metres, is an ancient hill fort. 

With all their climbing finished for 
the day, they left the pretty woodland 
and began their descent, returning to 
Ross-on-Wye through the village of 
Ashfield after a splendid walk.

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Assembly must 
focus on waste when 
cut-backs bite’ 


E arlier 

this week, 
the 

Chancellor 
announced cut¬ 
backs to govern¬ 
ment expenditure 
because of the spi¬ 
ralling debt. 

This year, there has 
been a need to cut 
£162m from the 
Welsh block of £15 
billion, a figure signif¬ 
icantly less than 
expected. 

Cutting money is a 
difficult thing to do, 
but it is something 
that has to be done 
because public 
finances are in the 
worst state since the 
Second World War. 
Out of every £100 the 
government is spend¬ 
ing, £25 is being bor¬ 
rowed. 

Clearly, no individ¬ 
ual, family or business 
could carry on this 
way and government 
is no different. That is 
why there is an urgent 
need to make moves 
to balance the books. 

The government 
has made a commit¬ 
ment that front-line 
services needn’t be 
affected, so long as we 
.cut the waste out of

the ‘back office’. 

So, what does this 
mean for the Vale of 
Glamorgan? When 
the Assembly 
Government is consid¬ 
ering where to cut 
back, I will remind 
them that we already 
receive one of the low¬ 
est levels of support 
across Wales. 

I hope the 
Assembly will focus 
on internal waste in 
their system. They 
have already acknowl¬ 
edged that they 
should be able to save 
several hundred mil¬ 
lion pounds of waste 
in their operations. 

At my last count, 
we received £115 less 
per person from the 


Welsh Assembly 
Government than 
neighbouring coun¬ 
cils. Multiplying this 
up amounts to some 
£25m difference every 
year. Imagine what we 
could do with that 
additional funding 
year on year. 

New school build¬ 
ings wouldn’t be a 
problem and our 
council taxes could be 
a lot lower. 

My worry is that 
we are already left 
short by the Assembly 
Government and if 
there are further pres¬ 
sures on their budget, 
I hope that we won’t 
be squeezed further. 

They use the argu¬ 
ment that the Vale is 
more prosperous than 
other parts of Wales 
and that we can 
afford to pay more. I 
don’t accept this. 

Building a school or 
providing refuse serv¬ 
ices, costs the same 
here as elsewhere and 
we are already paying 
more than our fair 
share. 

This is an area of 
policy where we need 
to work together on an 
all-party basis, to 
ensure that funding 
for the Vale is protect¬ 
ed. 


Did your relatives 
serve with Royal 
Observer Corps? 


T HE Observer 
Corps was 
founded 85 
years ago this year, 
in October 1925, to 
provide visual 
detection, identifi¬ 
cation, tracking and 
reporting of aircraft 
over Great Britain. 

As a result of their 
role during the Battle of 
Britain, in April 1941 the 
Observer Corps was 
granted the title Royal 
by King George VI, and 
the Royal Observer 
Corps (ROC) became a 
uniformed civil defence 
organisation adminis¬ 
tered by RAF Fighter 
Command. 

Also during that same 
year, in a change from 
the policy of the 
Observer Corps, the 
ROC undertook to 
recruit women personnel 
for the first time. 

Initially, the only uni¬ 


forms provided were 
RAF overalls, with an 
ROC breast badge, com¬ 
monly referred to as the 
‘soup plate’ because of 
its shape and size. 
Standard issue RAF 
No.2 Battledress uni¬ 
forms were issued in a 
rolling programme over 
the next two years. For 
the remainder of the war, 
the ROC would provide 
an essential part of Great 
Britain's air defences.

THE Vale Council 
has scooped a pres¬ 
tigious industry 
award for its inno¬ 
vative work in deliv¬ 
ering funding for 
sustainable trans¬ 
port solutions. 

The authority’s plan¬ 
ning and transportation 
department picked up the 
accolade at the annual 
Chartered Institute of 
Logistics and Transport 
awards (CILT), held in 
Cardiff Bay recently.

A golden rule: ‘Preparation before decoration’ 


by JULIA GRAY 


D ecorating a room usually 
requires preparation first - not 
least filling, sanding and washing 
down. Although it is time-consuming and 
hard work, it can’t be skimped on if you 
want a good finish. 

However long you think sanding and filling 
will take, expect it to take longer - especially if 
your ceilings, walls and woodwork are in poor 
condition. 

You'll find an array of different fillers at your 
local DIY store - which can be confusing. 

Basically, you’ll need all-purpose filler for 
most types of wall repair, and wood filler for 
woodwork. For an easier route, go for a ready- 
mixed product, rather than one where you have 
to mix in the hardener yourself. 

For cracks where movement is likely to occur 
again, such as on ceilings and around doors and 
windows, you'll need flexible filler. Also, for big 
repairs, it helps to have deep-repair filler or 
ready-mixed plaster repair. If hairline cracks are 
a problem, use hairline-crack filler, which you 
paint on. 

FILLING KNIFE 

Always use a good-quality filling knife to apply 
the filler. These come in various blade sizes and 
look similar to wallpaper-scraping knives. 

The difference is that filling blades are much 
more flexible to help you get the filler into the 
hole or crack. For some repairs, nothing beats 
using your fingers, so you may want to invest in a 


box of disposable plastic gloves to protect your 
hands. 

To get a smooth repair, it can help to dip the

Bourne, intentional or 
not). 

There is a clear aim 
from the director of cre¬ 
ating a fantastical yet 
slightly plausible feel to 
the sequences, and while 
the computer effects 
briefly feel a touch too 
computerised, there is a 
wonderful sense of spec¬ 
tacle and excitement that 
is well placed. 

One of the touch¬ 
stones, conscious or oth¬ 
erwise, is the Indiana 
Jones franchise, the film 
trying (and by and large 
succeeding) in capturing 
the freewheeling sensi¬ 
bility that marked out 
that franchise, and the 
performances of both 
Jake Gyllenhall and 
Gemma Arterton both 
help to make that hap¬ 
pen. 

The former not only 
manages a proper 
English accent with 
style, but also anchors 
the film superbly well, 
bringing his ‘serious 
actor’ credibility and 
giving the film sub¬ 
stance in the more dra¬ 
matic moments, but also 
displaying a wonderful 
lightness of touch and 
spark with Arterton. 

The British actress is 
becoming hot property 
this year, and while her 
turn in Clash of the 
Titans was nothing to 
write home about, here 
she shows that she has 
the talent to back up the 
praise she’s been receiv¬ 


ing. 

Her chemistry with 
Gyllenhall is well con¬ 
structed and works nice¬ 
ly on screen. The char¬ 
acters have little trust in 
each other but a mutual 
attraction they have to 
subdue - and Arterton is 
more than a match for 
her co-star, giving the 
Princess a feisty and 
resourceful attitude 
while making her more 
than equal to Dastan’s 
leaping and fighting 
skills - she is anything 
but a damsel in distress, 
and Arterton delivers a 
turn that is hugely 
appealing. 

As is par for the 
course with blockbuster 
films nowadays, the cast 
are made up of 
renowned actors who 
bring a degree of class 
and quality to proceed¬ 
ings, and Prince of 
Persia is no exception. 
Old hands Ben Kingsley 
and Alfred Molina offer 
up decent and comedic 
turns respectively, the 
former hinting at vil¬ 
lainy while the latter is a 
character designed to get 
laughs and does so with 
aplomb (another little 
nod to the Indiana Jones 
franchise given Molina 
played a similar charac¬ 
ter in Raiders of the Lost 
Ark). 

Meanwhile, relative 
newcomers Toby 
Kebbell and Richard 
Coyle offer up good sup¬ 
port in smallish roles as 
Dastan’s brothers, the 
latter particularly 
notable as the future 
king with the weight on 
his shoulders. 

The screenplay, from 
Boaz Yakin, Doug Miro 
and Carlo Bernard, 
remains by and large 
faithful to the characters 
of the games with a few 
subtle changes here and 
there that shouldn't 
cause too much conster¬ 
nation; but while they 
get that right, its the 
story (engineered by the 
game’s creator Jordan 
Mechner) and dialogue 
that doesn’t fare too 
well. 

While the use of the 
dagger to turn back time 
isn’t the most of original 
concepts, it could at 
least have been used far 
more effectively within 
the story than it is; as it 
is, it’s merely a cute plot 
device that means the 
writers can try to pull 
the rug from under you 
before returning things 
to the status quo, some-

thing that hinders the 
climax of the film quite 
dramatically. 

Similarly, the dia¬ 
logue (let’s face it, never 
a strong suit of the 
blockbuster genre) 
creaks and groans with 
exposition that couldn’t 
be more blatant than if 
the actors turned to the 
screen and said ‘Pay 
attention to this bit’ - 
lines such as “... only the 
dagger can unlock the 
sands of time. And there 
are those who would use 
this power to destroy the 
world” and “... releasing 
the sand turns back time. 
Only the holder of the 
dagger is aware what’s 
happened” are clunky by 
any standards. 

While Prince of 
Persia is easily the best 
videogame adaptation 
yet, as a blockbuster on 
its own terms it doesn’t 
quite hit the spot - the 
performances are strong, 
as is the direction, but its 
very much a case of 
offering little that is 
fresh. 

While Prince of 
Persia satisfies the pop¬ 
corn sensibility, its 
inability to mine any¬ 
thing new counts against 
it - but as a purely cine¬ 
matic experience it 
makes for entertaining 
viewing. 

VERDICT-A bit 
premature to say the 
videogame-to-film curse 
has been lifted, but 
Prince of Persia: Sands 
of Time is easily the best 
example of it so far - 
and it works well as a 
blockbuster film to boot. 

The well-trodden 
script aside, there is 
much to enjoy here 
despite its shortcomings, 
and is a film well worth 
watching. Enjoyable.

A significant part 
of the problem may well 
have been that one of the 
new uprights could not 
be moved back to the 80- 
centimetre mark. The 
system could only be 
adjusted to 63 centime¬ 
tres, whereas Lewis 
would have preferred the 
uprights set back to at 
least 70 centimetres. It is 
a small margin, but one 
that can result in failure 
rather than clearance. 

For the second of last 
year’s record breakers, 
Ayla Phillips, a pupil at 
Llantwit Major 

Comprehensive up to last 
year but now studying at 
Barry College, there is a 
problem of confidence. 

In the hammer compe¬ 
tition, the event at which 
she has set new best 
marks in her age group 
since 2006, at present she 
is trying too hard and 
overturning. The out¬ 
come is often a distance 
well below what she is 
capable of. Her winning 
distance of 24.94 metres 
is 10 metres down on last 
year, but was her only 
throw within the sector.
